No other document concerning the 
war has thrown so much light 
upont he inner history of the opera- 
tions.

The commission dis- 
cussed the whole system of British 
management of naval and militery 
affairs, from the methods of the 
Premier himself down to those of 
the junior members of the Sea Lord's 
board, and expounds critical con- 
clusions with perfect frankness. 
STARTS CONTROVERSY. 


Far from settling controversies, 
the document appears likely to bring 
up an interesting case of Winston 
Spencer Churchill versus “Jacky” 
Fisher, or at least to leave the 
friends of those leading actors in 
the situation with subject matter for 
a debate as lasting as that sur- 
rounding McClellan's campaign in 
the American Civil War.

Longer Debate in the Senate 
kad been Looked For. 


Made on the Floor. 


But Late One Man Filibuster 
may Still Take Place.

Spectacular one-man filibusters by 
Which Senators have talked bills 
pending in the clesing hours of a 
Session to a legislative grave. Such 
fillbusters probably cannot be pre- 
vented, unless they are foreseen, 
but an organized affair which must 
be planned two days or 2 ahead 
of a session's end can disposed 
of easily. 

In brief, the new rule provides 
that on petition of sixteen Senators 
to close debate on a pending meas- 
ure the Senate by a two-thirds vote 
on the following dav but one, may 
limit debate thereafter to one hour 
to each Senator.

Senators who favored the 
change do not look upon it as a 
cloture rule, such as prevails in the 
House of Representatives, where 
the Rules Committee, with a ma- 
jority behind it can set the limits 
upon speech and the hour for a 
vote.

STARTS PEACEFULLY. 


The debate today started peace- 
fully, but before it had continued 
long it branched ‘into discussion on 
the armed neu@ality bill and the 
President statement about the 
twelve men he held responsible for 
a fallure to get a vote upon it. 
There were some bitter criticisms 
of the President and of the news- 
papers. Senator Cummins declared

The army bill was pre- 
sented, he said, with a provision 
never before dared to be presented 
to an American Congress—with uni- 
versal conscription or universal 
military training embodied in it. 

“You pile up legislation of that 
sort,” he continued, “and then forty- 
eight or fifty hours before the end 
of the session you bring in a bill 
that trenches on the constitutional 
authority of Congress and demand 
that debate shall be made to con- 
form. With this sort of a rule and 
an fron hand laid on this body from 
outside. with a Congress that has 
reduced itself in a little less than 
three years to little less than a rub- 
ber stamp, do you not think this sort 
of cloture would be pretty effec- 
tive?”

Senator Sherman said he opposed 
the cloture rule because it would be 
only a question of time if the one 
proposed is adopted until the power 
of two-thirds to force cloture would 
be changed so it may be forced by a 
majority vote. He read extracts from 
President Wilson’s writings declaring 
that the unlimited debate in the Sen- 
ate was of great importance to its 
usefulness as a legislative body. 

“The President,” said Senator 
Sherman, “intentionally seeks to 
convey to the country the impres- 
sion -that only by a change in the 
Senate rules can the neutrality bill 
be passed at a session of 
Congress. That is not practically 
true, however theoretically it may 
be sought to make it appear true.” 

Senator Sherman added that a 
“portion of the truth was deliber- 
ately omitted” from the President's 
statement. 

“I Intend to support the armed 
neutrality bill,” he added, “but I do 
object to making a few Senators the 
object of the President's wrath in a 
statement sent out to the general 
public.” 

SENATOR NORRIS S STAND. 

Senator Norris (Rep.) of Nebraska 
said he expected to vote for the rule 
because he had lo believed in it 
and only  hesita because he 
thought his vote might be misun- 
derstood in view of his opposition 
to the armed neutrality bill. 

“I want nobody to understand,” 
he said, “that I am apologizing. It 
was not necessary. to filibuster 
against that bill; the demands of 
legitimate debate on it had never 
been ended.” 

“Without cause or reason,” Sen-. 
ator Norris said, “the men who op- 
posed the armed neutrality bill have 
been held up to the country as de- 
feating it without what they said or 
did reaching the people of the United 


States.” 

“What they said who favored the 
legislation,“ said Senator Norris, 
“was carried to the country, but 
what they said who did not was 
never set before the country. 1 
never said I was opposed to legisla- 
tion on that matter. I wanted leg- 
islation if that bill could be amended, 
but I was opposed to giving the 
President the enormous power given 
in the Senate bill.“ 

Mr. Norris said all Senators knew 
the President was wrong when he 
eald a special session to take up 
the bill would be useless without 
changed Senate rules. “It could not 
be talked to death in such a ses- 
sion,” he sald, “although I would 
talk it to death if I could.” 

Indorsement of the cloture rule 
was given by Senator Stone of Mis- 


sourl, chairman of the Foreign Re- 


lations Committee, who, however, 
expressed doubts as to its efficacy. 
Senator Owen, although he felt 
the majority should be able to pass 
legislation when it desired, the 
change proposed, he said, is desired 
to pass the armed nettrality bill and 
provide for the existing national!

The mafority of the German- 
Americans cannot see the justice of 
allowing England to do the very 
thine for which Germany is being 
censured. .This feeling does not 
mean that they are disloyal to the 
Stars and Stripes. The writer is a 
German-Ameérican and comes in 
contact with hundreds of others, and 
is in a position to say that no more 
sincere loyalty for their adopted 
country can be found among any 
class of people. What they want 
is that their President take the 
same drastic action toward Eng- 
land’s blockade of the North Sea as 
he has taken toward Germany.

of him as one man. The German-

You have been fair, a great deal 
more so than many, in your paper 
about this European war.

Use the influence of your 
good paper to get our President to 
force England to allow American 
ships to enter any port without be- 
ing blown up by some English mine,

N ISSUE THAT IS FORCED UPON US. 
The League to Enforce Peace, which ex- 
isted practically although not formally in 
Europe during the latter part of the Nine- 
teenth Century, went to pieces three 
years ago, and was succeeded by a more 
destructive war than is chronicled in the 
annals of ancient or modern history. 

Will it be possible to create in its stead 
and vivify a World League of Peace bat 
shall include all the nations of both the 
Eastern and the Western Hemispheres? To 
this question Germany answers “No,” and 
the Allied nations answer “Yes,” provided 


Germany shall first be beaten and humiliated | 


if not obliterated as an equal nation. 
Either alternative is repugnant to the peo- 
ple of the United s Let the God of 
Nations bear witness that we have within 
the limits and uncertainties of international 
law endeavored to preserve our neutrality, 
and if we shall now be forced from that posi- 
tion, the blame will rest upon the Kaiser 
and his maladvisers. 

Says Prof. Roland G. Usher, professor of 
history in Washington University: 

Germany bas practically forced upon 
the United States an immediate dect- 
sion regarding her relationship to that 
significant group of Powers in Europe 
who are at present Germany’s enemies. 


Dy her own action Germany has practi- 


cally thrust us into the Allied camp. It 
becomes alisolutely essential for the 
Allies, and still more essential for the 
United States, that we should reach as 
soon as possible a decision concerning 
the essentia] basis of future American 
policy. The imperative factor, how- 
ever, is no longer the relationship ok 
this country to two groups of European 
Powers; the real issue is the relation- 
ship of the United States to the enemies 
of Germany. Whether or not the United 
States actively aids against Germany 
depends at this moment much more 
upon the Allies and their attitude toward 
the United States. Upon the great issue 
of international organization which the 
President has already eloquently dis- 
cussed, than it does upon any action of 
Germany or even of the United States. 


The issue which is forced upon us—that | 
of the formation of a World Peace League 
was formerly academic and speculative; it 


is now one of practical statesmanship. It 
was once contingent; it is now imperative. 
Upon our decision depends the practical re- 


lationship of this nation, in the months to 
come, to Germany and to the Entente Pow-. 


ers. | 
Actual war between Germany and the 
United States would be of little help to the 


Allies. We shall need all the soldiers we 


can enlist, organize and drill for home de- 
fense. Our navy would but add to Great 
Britain's superfluity of warships; our ocean- 
going merchant marine is too insignificant to 
add materially to the carrying power of the 
Entente, and we are already selling to Grest 
Britain all the raw materials, food and munit- 
tions that private enterprise has been able 
to produce. 

Nor could Germany add anything to the 
injury she is already inflicting upon us, un- 
less she could detach Japan from the Allies 


and secure her active co-operation against 


us. Germany has no troops to spare to send 
to either our Atlantic or Pacific shores and 
no vessels to transport the troops even if 
she had them. Suppose she should effect a 
landing for an army, we could, wit} our rail- 
road system, and even with our limited num- 
ber of regulars and trained militia, send 
against the invaders an outnumbering force. 

The American people may be compelled 
by Germany to consent to temporary mili- 
tary and industria] co-operation with the 
Allies. But they will not consent to perma- 
nent entangling alliances. They will agree 
to a World Peace League, but it must be a 
league of which Germany shall be an equal 
member. 

The practical question is, will the Fu- 
ropean nations—both the Allies and the 
Central Powers—consent to sacrifice some- 
thing of their traditions and aims for the 
purpose of securing the co-operation of the 
United States in the creation of a World 
Peace League that shall put an end to the 
present war and make future wars impos- 


_ sible? 


OPE FOR <A RESTORATION or 
-PROTEOTION. 

Among the possibilities growing out of 
the present complicated conditions at Wash- 
ington and the patriotic support that Re- 
publicans are giving President Wilson is a 
realignment of parties and some hope for 
a restoration by the Sixth-fifth Congress of 
the policy of protection to the tariff laws 
and an abandonment of the more oppres- 
sive features of internal revenue taxation. 

It is beginning to be conceded by many 
conscientious and patriotic Democrats that, 
if it had not been for the European war, 
many of our manufacturing industries 


‘would have been prostrated by the Under- 


wood ‘tariff, even as they were prostrated 
in 1892 by the Democratic tariff of that 
year, when the workers in the factories 
wore the Cleveland badge—a patch on the 
seats of their pantaloons. 

The war in Europe caused our manufac- 
turing establishments to progress and pros- 
per in spite of the Underwood tariff. When 
the war ceases conditions wil] change. 
Millions of soldiers will return to the looms 
and the forges. Europe will discontinue 
her purchases from us and strive to in- 
“crease her sales. Uniess we restore pro- 
tective tariff laws we will be totally un- 
prepared for the commercial and industrial 
struggle. i 

The average ad valorem rate of duty col- 
lected during the last calendar year under 
the Underwood tariff law was 9 1-10 per cent. 
on all imports, dutiable and free. The aver- 
age ad valorem rate during the entire life 
of the Payne tariff law was 19% per cent. 
If the Payne law had been in effect during 
the calendar year 1916 when our imports 
were $2,391,716,000, there would have been 
collected as customs duties on those goods 
$467,940,000 in addition to the amounts col- 
lected under the Underwood tariff law. 

In the calendar year 1916 our imports 
were $571,000,000 greater than any previ- 
ous year in the history of the republic, not- 
withstanding the war in Europe. And few 
of these importations were from Germany 
or Austria-Hungary. 3 

The ancient argument that increased du- 
ties on imports add to the cost of the article 
to the consumer and that decreased duties 
lessen such cost is now very seldom ad- 
vanced, for it has been demonstrated—as 
stated by Congressman Forney of Michi- 
gan—that, Every time that, by a protec- 
tive tariff law, we have established and 
fostered an industry in this country pro- 
ducing an article that comes in compett- 


tion with foreign imports, ft has proven

EVIVAL OF SABOTAGE. 

Syndicalism, which is accurately, al- 
though somewhat bombastically, described 
by the anarchist, Emma Goldman, as “the 
economic expression of anarchism,” is again 
being advocated by the “advanced stink- 
ers,” as a boy called them, of those “I 
Won't Workers” who surround and look up 
to Sam Gompers. Syndicalism rejects ne- 
gotiations in labor disputes because its high 
priests assert that these give the employ- 
ers time to prepare for their end of the 
fight and thus defeat the very object that 
the LW. W.'s set out to accomplish. 

The chief weapon of syndicalism is sa- 
botage, and with this weapon ft purposes 
to put an end to what it calls—in the slang 
of Socialism—*“capitalism.” 

“Sabotage,” says Emma Goldman, “is 
ethical in its best sense. It is mainly con- 
cerned with obstructing, by every possible 
method the regular process of production.” 
For instance, at the time of the 
railroad strike in 1910 perishable goods 
were sent in slow trains, or in an opposite 
direction from the one intended. Another 
form of sabotage consisted in placing heavy 
boxes on goods marked “Handle with 
care”—cut glass and china. Still another 
form was to disarrange a loom in a weaving 
These methods show the destructive 
as well as the constructive value of labor, 

Says the odious Mrs. Goldman: “By the 
general strike, syndicalism means a stop- 
page of work, the cessation of labor. Nor 
need such a strike be postponed until all 
the workers of a particular place or coun- 
try are ready for it. As has been pointed 
out by Pelloutier and Ponget, as well as 
others, the general strike may be started 
by one industry and exert a tremendous 
force. It is as if one man suddenly raised 


ers will take up the cry, till the air rings 
with it. The general strike, initiated by 
one determined organization, by one in- 
dustry or by a small, conscious minority 
among the workers, is the industrial cry 
of ‘Stop the thief,’ which is soon taken up 
by many other industries, spreading like 
wildfire in u very short time.” 

The lady meets the objections to the gen- 
eral strike that the workers would suffer 
for the necessaries of life by the statement 
that, “In the first place, the workers are 
past masters in going hungry; secondly, that 
a general strike is surer of prompt settle 
ment than an ordinary strike.” | 

The remedy for the evils of “capitalism” 
presented by Emma Goldman is that labor 
shall take over production and digtribution, 
and by co-operation emancipate itself from 
“wage slavery.” She cites the case of the 
striking glass blowers in Italy. There the 
strikers, instead of remaining idle during 
the progress of the strike, decided them- 
selves to carry on the production of glass. 
The wonderful spirit of solidarity resulting 
from the syndicalist propaganda enabled 
them to build a glass factory within an 
incredibly short time. An old buftding,

ATTLING OPTIMISTS. 

Why not anticipate good instead of evil? 
Why not hope for the best instead of invit- 
ing the worst? Why not exploit the ad- 
mirable qualities of our fellow man instead 
of advertising hig frailties? There are ser- 
mons in stones, books in the running 
brooks, good in everything—and it isn’t al- 
ways necessary to wear rose-colored glasses 
to find it. The country is not going to be 
given over to the actual horrors of war 
merely because a majority of the citizenry 
will to be adequately prepared for it. The 
best assurance against drowning is the abil- 
ity.to swim long distances. Nobody picks 
on Jess Willard but his wife, and she has 
a license to. 

Because the President and his associates 
in authority are compelied to consider all the 
possibilities of world-wide conflict the rest 
of us do not have to begin bandaging our 
wounds or get measured for wooden legs. 
But we can still be cheerfully courageous 
while stocking up on the implements of car- 
nage. Patriotism is not a aced virtue, 
but her brow reflects the dor of the 
morning sun. 

As a nation we are rich in men and mon- 
ey—invaluable assets in time of stress, and 
worthy of ample protection in both war and 
peace. They are dedicated to free govern- 
ment and it would be radically wrong to im- 
pair their powers through absence of fore- 
sight.

SKILLED LABOR SHORT- 
COMINGS. 
JCONTRIBUTED To THE 

BY JOHN L. W. BIRKINBINE, 
Engineering Expert; Author of “The 
Story of iron.” 

NYONE who has seen photo- 

graphs of the enormous stocks 

of shells, guns, rifles, motor 
transports and other military equip- 
ment used in the conflict in Europe 
can realize without studying dry 
Statistics how much depends, in the 
winning of a war, upon manufac- 
tured products. The estimate is 
made that for every man sent to the 
front the services of at least three 
others are required to keep him in 
action, Tons of explosives are 
needed to put that one man where 
he will remain permanently out of 
action. When we add to these ex- 
penditures of munitions the vast 
wastage in transport facilities, arms 
and even such incidental supplies as 
barbed wire—which amounts in the 
aggregate to very considerable vol- 
} ume—the total consumption of 
manufactured products of tron and 
steel becomes well nigh beyond the 
producing capacity even of 4 nation 
endowed with unlimited resources 
of the raw materials. 

The United States occupies the 
preeminent position as a producer 
of fron and steel utilities, The 
United States today confronts pre- 
cisely the overwhelming necessity 
which has been roughly outlined 
here. Although we have the basic 
resources available for the requisite 
supplies of iron and steel, together 
with plants adequate for the output 
of the semi-finished materials, this 
country fs lacking, to a very great 
extent, in the equipment and skilled 
labor necessary for production, in 
the required volume, of many indis- 
pensable military supplies. 

The Naval Consulting Board, 
headed by Mr. Edison and compris- 
ing the most expert manufacturers 
and engineers we have, has drafted 
a plan of mobilization for our manu- 
facturing resources which will prove 
of immense value to the nation in 
case of war if Congress will but 
allot to the execution of the plan the 
funds its employment requires. But 
we cannot, indeed dare not, let the 
whole responsibility, rest on these 
few generous and otic men; for 
even their united knowledge and 
labors canot suffice to supplement 
our shortcomings and handicaps in 

the matter of complementary equip- 
ment and skilled labor for the emer 
gencies of war. 

We are in posftion to create the 
additional equipment so far as con- 
cerns the greater portion of the 
lador-saving machinery used in the 
making of the war munitions which 
are at present being produced in 
Europe; all of that labor-saving ma- 
chinery comes from the United 
States or is built from our designs. 
So much of it has been sent abroad 
that we would find ourselves defi- 
cient in the facilities required ta 
manufacture our own munitions un- 
der the stress of any emergency in 
which we shall need the men to 
make munitions instead of men to 
build the machines that produce the 
munitions. Thus our initial need 
must be an adequate supply of mu- 
nition-making machinery; and for 
that we are only partially prepared. 

It becomes apparent here that no 
board, however numerous, able and 
devoted may be its membership, can 
do more than suggest ways and 
means of meeting such an emer- 
gency. Nor can the combined manu- 
facturing interests of the country 
meet it. The only recourse must be 
to the whole people in so far as they 
can furnish the approximately 
skilled labor for satisfying the need. 

The number of artisans in the 
United States now skilled in the 
complicated processes involved in 
the manufacture of shells alone will 
have to be augmented tenfold. If 
our skilled machinists be employed 
in the fleld, they will speedily adapt 
themselves to its special require- 
ments; but only a limited number of 
such men can be available. It ts 
therefore essential that the assured 
deficiency be discounted in advance 
by the special training of thousands 
of others. This feature of our pre- 
paredness need is among those 

dwelt upon by the Naval Consulting 


There are countless other phases 
of preparedness to which the board 
has directed government attention, 
in many instances with the gravest 
adjurations for immediate action. 
The people at large have hitherto 
taken comfort in the recommenda- 
tions of the board. But they do not 
know that, thus far, very little was 
being done by the government to 
carry out the recommendations. We 
are in the position of a man ‘whose 
house is afire and possesses, as his 
sole reliance, the knowledge that the 
city has water mains laid out on the 
street plans in his neighborhood. 

The American people—and no one 
else—can compel the prompt and 
energetic action which alone can 
meet the truly desperate situation. 
Congress, of course, carries the di- 
rect responsibility, for Congress 
alone can make the very moderate 
appropriations needed to give the 
Naval Consulting Board's plans 
their tangible effectiveness. 

None of the special training af- 
forded our mechanics will be wasted. 
Such a training, undertaken in full 
vigor and on the scale needed for 
prospective hostilities, would prove 
the most useful deterrent to further
